House Appropriations Committee Republicans on Wednesday night 
released a proposal that would fund the Pentagon for all of fiscal 2018 
alongside a continuing resolution that would extend non-defense 
appropriations at current levels through Jan. 19. The resolution (H J Res 
124) also contains a fix for the Children's Health Insurance Program, 
ensuring the availability of funds next year. 


It does not include emergency aid for hurricane- and wildfire-ravaged states 


and territories; some Republicans warn that could cost votes when the 
"CRomnibus" measure reaches the floor, likely early next week. Jennifer

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2. Utah National Monuments Up for Debate

Grand Staircase Escalante National Monument (Bureau of Land Management)
